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Since July 1951, the 26 Division has been stationed in Celje and Maribor, 
Slovenian The 26 Division headquarters command is located in Maribor. 

The 38 Infantry Regiment is stationed in Virovitka, located in the Zagreb 
sector of Croatia. It comprises three unspecified infantry battalions, 
an artillery battalion and a construction battalion.
